So my umtinuing view is 
this. Even though a prtjce- 
dure is not a risky one or like¬ 
ly to have harmful effects, 
don't do It for trivial reasons.

At least 47 persons have 
died in Pennsylvania —> per¬ 
haps the hardest hit so far. 

Wilkes-Barre, a city of 
56,000 built along ridges and 
valleys on the banks of the 
Susquehanna, was under 30 
feel of water in some plaoes 
and the river onntinued to 
rise. 

UPI reporter Jane Sbiwmak- 
er, who flew over the city in e 
helicopter, said the river 
swarmed out of Ms hanke 
creating a lake four milas 
wide and 10 miles long In one 
place. 

In the weatem pail of tha 
state, tha Ohio River over¬ 
flowed and spread through tha 
O^ldan Triangle business dis¬ 
trict in Pittsburgh. The flood¬ 
ing river also drove, residents 
.out of their huinna in West 
Virginia and Ohio and imaed a 
major threat to Wheeling. W. 
Va. 

Famlllet Flee 

Th.Kisands nf families fled 
from their homes in Wheeling 
to escape the flmxl and of¬ 
ficials said a road paralleling 
the Ohio River was under six 
feet of water. Families were 
also evacuated fnan the 
nearby towns of East IJver- 
pool, Martlns-Ferry, Bellaire, 
Shadyside, Powahaten Point 
and Hannibal, all rm the Ohio 
side of the river. 

The AprMxnatox River con¬ 
tinued to rise south of Rich¬ 
mond, Va., threatening low-ly¬ 
ing areas of PeiersiHirg. 

At Wilkes-Barre, at least 36 
helicopters from the navy., 
marinei, air force, coast 
guard, natKHial guard and 
state police flew suiqtlies to 
the stranded families from 
the Scranton-Wilkes-Harre 
airport 15 miles away. 

l^e supplies were donated 
by residents of sumHinding 
states and the U.8. depart¬ 
ment of agriculiure shipp^ in 
336,000 pounds of fond. There 
was a shortage of doctors and 
rujrses, however. 

Farm* Flooded 

In Virginia, at least 300,000 
acres of fsrmland was under 
water, and oRiciels estimated 
it would take two mnnthe' just 
to clear its cities of debris, so 
rebuilding could begin. 

Drinking water was dan¬ 
gerously short in countless 
communities. FVes flared and 
tiiea^ was no one to fiftiii 
them because apparatus was 
floodbound. Ty^oid serum 
was being flown into the flood 
area against the poesibility of 
epidemics. Some looting was 
reported. 

"This is the worst I've 
seen," said Pennaylvania’s 
Governor Milton Shapp, on a 
helicopter f t i g h t o v e r hts 
stricken state. 

For some, the passing of 
the river crests brought 
blessed relief. Pittsburgh es¬ 
caped largely unscathed hy 
the might of the flooding Ohio 
River. A sandlmg d i k e he- 
tween Wasidngton's linooln 
Memorial and Washington 
Monument stood as a symbol 
of a successful fight against 
(he historic Potomac’s flood- 
waters.

Pa., a capital iso¬ 
lated with more than 7,K8() of 
Its 68,800 InhaUtants driven 
from their fumies and flood 
waters of tiie husquehanna 
advancing in downbiwn areas 
at the rate of a city block 
every two hours Water had 
risen to the setxnid floor of 
Shapp'g evacuated mansion.

Invitation to a Race 


r E SATISFACTION GENERATED by the an¬ 
nouncement of tentative agieement on atra- 
tedc arms limitation by the Soviet Union and Dte 
Urattd States, must suffer some deflation hxtm the 
oturent debate in Washington over new weapons 
programs. The adminial ration has platis for bi^er 
UMbetter nuclear submarines to replace the Po¬ 
laris, long-range missiles to arm them, and a fleet 
at advanced strete^c hombeis to augment their 
■trUnng power. The program would add tnore than 
$33 billion to the defence bill — probably a good 
deal more. 

‘Rie administration, enthusiaetloaHy backed by 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, hopes to See the first trf 
the Trident class submarines launched In 1978 and 
tite float of the new B-1 bombera in the air at the 
■ama time. 

Ultimatel)’ there would be 10 of the huge un- 
d erae o craft, each twice the size of the Polaris, and 
each armed with new missiles of far greater than 
preeant capabilities. They would be at least 25 per 
cent faster than the Polaris fleet and — a moat im¬ 
portant oonelderation fi-om a defensive point of 
view — very muoh moi'e quiet, powei-ed by an 
improved nuclear reactor. 

FOr these undersea moneters there wotdd be 
340 new missiles, matching the number of the pro- 
poaed B-1 bomber fleet. 

Defence Secretary Meivtn Latrd argues these 
additions to the United States’ arsenal are neces¬ 
sary to attain a satisfactory bargaining position in 
the second round of strategic arms limitation talks. 
In tact, he goes so far as to threaten he would 0 |)- 


pose the interim amis rimitation agreement with 
Mosi'ow unless Congress votes the money neces¬ 
sary to provide the costly counters (or future nego¬ 
tiation. 

The Interim agreement would expire ih 1977 In 
any event. 

Mr. Laird apparently takes the position that 
unless the Trident and B-1 programs are well ad¬ 
vanced In 1S178 the United States would not be In a 
favorable position to perauade the Soviet Union to 
meet any recriprocal aims limitation proposals of¬ 
fered. 

Such an attitude seems to present a challenge. 
If the Soviet Union is aware, as it must be, of the 
administration’s feveiish enthusiasm for the 
new and vastly more destructive weapons and the 
avowed purpose of the progi’am, it will find no 
other alternative than a matching undertaking. It 
will bend every effort to increase the strength of 
its own strategic capacity if for no other reason 
than to he anie to supply the "quid pro quo’’ at the 
bargaining table. 

It must have occurred to more than a few crit¬ 
ics of the United States’ current proposals, and to 
the members of Congress who could limit or defeat 
them, that all the work of the arms limitation nego¬ 
tiators is in danger of frustration; and the flimsy 
structure of the interim limitation agreement in 
danger of collapse. 

Far from removing the temptation to engage 
in an arms race, the Nixon administration seems to 
be making a challenge that will renew it, and at a 
dangerously increasing pace. 
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How About That? 




PVKN IN YOUR OWN BACKYARD, the Asso- 

ciatsd Press story from Los Angeles started 
out, an oil well can be a thing of beauty Instead of a 
slimy, smelly, noisy monster. 

It most oertainly would be, not could be, for 
most backyard owners, with all of those dollars 
being pumped into their pockets. But that wasn't 
the point of the piece. Rather, it was about camou¬ 
flaging that Is being demanded In California to 
attmlnate the eyesore of oil rigs. 

Out In the desert areas the forests of derricks 
are bad enou)^, but in coastal residential districts 
such as the Pacific Palisades, even one or two 
blight the landscape; and It is now required there 
that drill Sites "be made compatible with the neigh; 
borhei^." 

Oooldental Petroleum Coi-poratlon was among 
the fli-st dillling companies to undertake elaborate 
schemes to hide the unsightliness of Its operations. 
It spent $1 million to build what appears to be a 10- 
storey office building In a posh Los Angeles su¬ 
burb. Behind the facade are 46 oil wells. 

There’s no sparing of the expense, apparently, 
In the "pulling of wool" over weU-offended eyes. 
Btandard Oil It said to have spent $4 million on a 
sImMr structure in another Southern California 
location. And many close-by off-shore sites are 
falcsd out by ersaU high-rises or lighthouses on 
floating man-made islands. They’ve even gone as 
far as to fit them out to tell their lies at night with 
lights. 

It’s a IHtle like a move that was started a few 
months ago to “pretty up” the gigantic Grand 


Coulee Dam. The Portland Oregonian said, at the 
time, there was concern that an expanse of 1,650 
feet of concrete (being in an expansion of the 
power generator may prove to be "a bore” to 
passers-by. 

So funds were being sought to install colored, 
lighted fountains on Coulee “making it worthwhile 
for the tourist to glance up at the mighty dam ...” 

The Oregonian went further. All of the con¬ 
crete In the Golumbla River hydra development 
might be used “tOTpreserve the Indian petroglyphs, 
cast out of human sight by the reservoirs.” And 
after the flooded-out ancient Indian art had been 
looked after, there were countless historical char- 
actera whose Images could be “carved” Into the 
ooncrete “making the river a pantheon of 
Northwest htstorj'.” 

Old Captain Bonneville himself, and John Day, 
as well as Lewis and Clark, and all of the others, 
would be depleted, no doubt, with cheeks full of 
tongue. 

But then again, perhaps there is something to 
be said about it all. Imagine what could be done 
with the web of power and telephone lines clutter¬ 
ing out many a view In the Greater Victoria area 
for Instance. ’They might be used fw the hanging of 
giant outdoor art — plj^wood paintings of treee and 
mountains to hide such e>"e8oi-es as car gi-aveyetxls 
and other ramshackle regions. 

How about the rebirth In clapboard of some of 
X'ictoria's lost historic buildings covering up the 
desolation of the sea approach to the capital city? 
There are all sorts of poasibiUties — to be perfectly 
dishonest.

ITipir subjects were some of the events of the 
recent war with Pakistan. Uizarie as it may seem, 
they were asked, shortly after the war had ended, 
to paint day to day occurances of at life they had 
seen. 

More than 300 childien went to work with their 
water-oolora, pencils and crayons on the war as 
they saw it'The beat 73 paintings were flown to 
Britain a few days ago for a spe^ai exldbition at 
the Oommonwealth Inatitiite in London's Kensing¬ 
ton High Street from June 211 until July 31. 

Ail the sordidness that is war has been cap¬ 
tured quite vividly in most of tlie paintings. A few 
show signs of jubilation, of viclorj, wilh scenes of 
irrowds waving the Bangladesh flag and holding 
aloft what could only have been Sheikh Mujibur 
Rahman. 

But mainly die ptcluie is of horror, of unrest, 
killings, violence and hatred. Yet the aitisti^ in the 
worits Is of a special kind discovered only in those 
untouched by sophisticated influences. Often the 
horror ohronicted is almost toned down by the sim- 
plkdly and beauty of vei-y young minds at work. 

The story Is all too clear — even the youngest 
artist, Joy Ahmed,‘a boy aged four and a half, says 
his piece. His painting is of a Bangladesh tank — 
one knows which side it is on because it liears tlie 
country’s flag — hitting enem> aiicraft overliead. 
In the foieground, bleeding soldieis slumlile to tlicir 
deaths. 

Kight-year-old .laved Husst-I lias iwinied a 
liloody scene on a river with floating biidies and 
lieople si-rambling in desiieration for safety. 

,Seven-year-old Alice Sliaiif’s aicount was 
equally vivid. His Is a bloody scene of soldiers 
char^g eaoh other wdth fixed Iwyonets. In tills 
painting, like so many of the others, i-ed for likaid 
was in great pixsninence. And to distinguish this 
particular painting fiYsn any other liattle scene 
Alice included what was an all loo familiar sight — 
skeletons 

Two of the few girls to have llieir painlmgs ex- 
liibited are IJ-year-old Rina Yasim and an eigiit- 
and-a-lialf year old by the name of Riton. 

'I'lie two cliildren leave nothing much to the 
imagination in their works of soldiere dragging off 
.viHiiig girls and lining others iq> for choiie w'liile 
arm^ men keep a guard on the giils.

Mankind Likely To Stay Same 


I.ETHBRIDGB (CP) — 
Man probably will still to cm 
earth relatively unchanged 
thiHisands of years from now, 
aays an American plant gene¬ 
ticist who waited 30 years to 
tee just one change in a plant 
apecies. 

Dr. G. Ledyard Stebeens of 
the University of California 
said man, more than any 
other living organism, has the 
potential to remain un- 
ciiangecl. 

“Plants and most animals 
must adapt to the environ¬ 
ment," he said in an inter¬ 
view last week. “&lan makes 
tlia environment adapt to 
bim." 

Dr. Stebbens, an intema- 
titnally-known Ixitanlst and 
author of numerous textbooks 
on evolution, spoke durii^ tha 
annual meeting of the Genetic 
Jioctety of Canada. 

The answer to wtiat lies 
ahead for geneticists might l>e 
best learned by studying iiiant 
iihangee, he t>M alxHU 200 sc-i- 
entists from across Canada. 
Tbe small charq<es that occur 
tn living organisms and cdU»e 
slightly variant hereditary 
routes may be the actual be¬ 


ginning of the large dif¬ 
ferences In species. 

Dr. Stebbens planted two 
different straine of e South 
African grass when he first 
went to the University of Cali¬ 
fornia 30 years ago. Recently, 


he has found some genetic 
ciianges which might, “in an¬ 
other 30 years," indicate tlie 
etert of e new species "with 
new cheracteristlcs."

WASHINGTON — The 
arrest of five men in the 
Democratic national head¬ 
quarters last weekend has 
caused a gi'eat deal of con¬ 
sternation in iiigh Kepuliliran 
circles. 

All leading (»ffiuiab deny 
they had any knowledge of 
the incident, whicii was 
pbnned and executed by the 
same peo{>le who gave us tJie 
“Bayof i^s." 

While most iieople are mys¬ 
tified as to how it was possi¬ 
ble that high Reixiiiiican fig¬ 
ures did not know of the raid, 
it was easily explained to me 
by a friend who is very close 
to the Republican Party.

But liecause U failed, every¬ 
one IS up 111 arms, instead of 
criticumg the i>eople liehind 
the attack. 1 Dunk tiiey sliould 
l>e congratulated for putting 
ihuir party first.” 


"But.” I said, "aren't yuu 
escalating the election by bug¬ 
ging foe Democrats, and plio- 
tograiihing their files?”

sided. Land was sighted in the 
early morning, but by the time we 
were around Cape Cod and into the 
shelte'red waters of Provineetown. it 
was dark, the ti a r d night since we 
had left Canada. 

As the states d Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island sli^toed by in the 
later weeks. I think the same 
Thought was in all of our minds: 

We're really on our way!” 

It wasn't long betore. as w?e were 
sailing down the Atlantic coast d 
Long Island N.T., we sighted tiie un¬ 
mistakable signs of B large industn- 
al city. Great .billowing clouds. 
greyLsh-hlack in color, were visible 
on the horizon — New York wras 30 
miles nw^-. TlW hnrtior itself was a 
fantastic size, and the number of 
cargo ships, tankers, and ocean 
liners that .steamed in and out of the 
busy waters was unlxiievable • Our 
clutch trouble acm gave us an ex¬ 
cuse to lay alongside an old 
Glouster schooner. beUmpng to the 
Southport Museum, in downtown 
Manhattan^ rather than berthing at 
a manna amidst the usual fibre¬ 
glass and chrome. 

I had alway^s pictured the 
side of New York city as being real¬ 
ly tough, and wras quite unprepori-d 
for the warm welcome we receivq'd 
on arrival. Instead of the Dead raid 
Kid tytoe we had expected to meet, 
wr met a group of men and teenage 


tao^. wrho were voluntarily preserv¬ 
ing ships for the museum. So 
they took us in hand and showed us 
the town. In the evenings there were 
often group-gatherings on the wharf, 
with guitars and singing, and every¬ 
one ha^dng a good time under the 
light of the full moon which sbooe 
down iQMto the East River. 

By early September w^ had 
reached New Jersey, and had ston¬ 
ed up the Delaware Bay. where we 
had our first experience at "kedg- 
ing” ourselves off the mud. This ex- 
citii^ experience resulted from the 
loss of an anchor, which was rather 
embarassing for} my father, 
caused no damage to the boat. The 
cable had parted during an inde¬ 
scribably uncomfortable night at an¬ 
chor. bemg bufietted by strong 
wnnds and an opposimr tide Shortii. 
after. Qiebucto Orally drifted mto 
the tall grass! 

Mum awoke to the keel noundmg 
nr the mud. and in no time iiad et- 
eryone up. What a sight we must 
have been, as we all rushed madly 
about in the dark, lowering the 
dinghy, and laying out the spare 
anchor as a kedge! Fortunately we 
pulled clear with no dactaee. 

A leisurely week in the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay followed next, with long 
sunny days, and a w'orra gentle 
breeze filling our sails. Everything 
about the Chesapeake was soft 
Even the landscape was soft, w-tth

With Mainland behind us now. 
we started totwn the Intercoastal 
Water Way. entering at’Norfolk Vin- 
ginia. Contrary to friehdK and ace 
quaintenance's description}- of the 
M ater M ay we found it really imer- 
esting. and not the slighteRt bit mo¬ 
notonous. M> had been told it'was 
dirQ'. boring and straight, but found 
that it was none ot th*‘s« least of aU 
dirty. 

Through the Carohn.j? and Geor¬ 
gia the canal wound it's way into 
remote swamps and ' shlands, 
past beautiful plantation immes and 
farms, and through mam large 
';ities. In sorw- parts it was dredged 
TO only 90 feet aenws while in 
others it widened mn to liecome 
nvers, or to cross hartK»rs 

Before we kno« it. n s late Oc¬ 
tober. and we've reu<'lvd tiie end of 
the M'aler Woy.

.spent in Fkirida storing for the

The Last Command 


Early this last March Captain 
William John Bromley, retired, now 
of 21 SO Haultain Street, journeyed 
to Whitehorse to take over, for 
one day, command of a vessel in 
which he had been the first and 
last skipper during all of her years 
of active service. 

ThiK was the White Pass and Yukoo Route's 
fiver boat. Klondike, a stem-w'heeler which is 
DOW a museum, and the occasion was the opening 
af the third year of the Arctic Winter Games. 

Bill Bromley went as the guest of White Pass 
^ a signal honor which, as a matter of fact, the 
oompan> had a little diffiiculty in conferring. 
They couldn’t find him! Thing was, their head oi- 
fioe m Vancouver was tel^ihoning all over Vic¬ 
toria and environs for him. getting in a lather 
because time was a-wasting. and all the time he 
was bab}’>sitting for his married daughter right 
there in Vancouver, practically' in the company s 
lap! His iihone was ringing even as be walked m 
the door on his return home. 

So he brushed ofl his uniform and was flovTi 
into the north for what must have been an inten¬ 
sely nostalgic mterlude. After all. he had been a 
river boat man up there for 32 years of his life, 
and ain’arently had loved ever 7 >* minute of It. It 
had bwn. moreover. 17 long ysears since be had 
last ste;);>ed ashore frcan the Klondike’s deck. 
Now he stood at her wheel once more, even 
ttwugh neither of them was going an>w4»ere. and 
htt jihotograpb has graced the front pages of 
most of die north's news sheets as a result 

He had distinguished cocnpany. His Ex- . 
cellency Governor-General Roland Michener 
opened the Games from the stem-wheeler’s deck, 
and he and Mrs. Michener took a interest 

in ah the activities. Photographs in the local news 
showed His Excellency doing very* weh indeed at 
table tennis. Boy Scout rallies' and as the centr a l 
figure in a kmg line of high-stepping chorus girls, 
with even.*body enviously having a marvellous 
time, and the lone gent)«nan in the hne-ig> ex¬ 
ecuting as lofty and spirited a lock as any U the 
girls! 

Rill Bromley had his own special involve¬ 
ment. He was im'ited to speak on a talk-back 
radio program, which lie did. and in nothing flat 
scores of rcstionses began to come in. Among 
them, to his surprise, were a numiier of children, 
with interesting queries. Then came a message 
that an old frind was ill in hospital and would 
k>ve to see him. > 

So Bill went to the Whitehorse hospital. H<' 
not only had a reunion with his long-tinrie friend 
but he found a host of other people whom he had 
known or who had know him. were friends 
of friends, and delighted to see him. and before 
he knev it he had spent an entire afternoon re¬ 
viving old and cherished memories. 

**! was touched at the welcome.” he said, 'll 
was a thrill for me, especially at it just happened 
to be my birthday!”

"Not up there." he informed me drily. “It 
was 42 lielow!"

Captain 
Moore, evidently discerning the lad's particular 
aptitude for all matters pertaining to the water, 
coached him in preparation for his captain’s 
ticket exams. These he sucoestfuUy sat for in 
1924. 

He had been too young war service. Now 
he went to work on the coastal tugs. Once, towing 
a scow-load of timber from the mainland lor 
Esquimalt's new graving docks then under con¬ 
struction, the vicious tid^rips round Trial Island, 
plus opposing winds, tore him loose from his 
heav>’ tow and sent his tug to the bottom. He and 
his creWT with the sc^ exception of the ship’s 
cook, who drowned, managed to awim to the scow 
and were presently rescued.

Be had a flate ior r iver work. From Ms tagli 
w h erifao u a a tea omAd took down and ahead and 
read the water. **Ber« be dragons." said the axH 
cierk mythnlngifl maps.

TTus is heady stuff. Glamor and romance and 
a need fulfiUed. No -wmder that a man. kwing the 
river anyway, woidd find a job like this eOme* 
dung that infiltrates the blood . . . 

Nor was there much chance of his becoming 
bored with the life. The season was short. The 
river could be navigated from about tkw first of 
June unto mid-Seiitember — and thea the ice 
closed BL When thte har^iened Captain Bromley 
came aouth to Victoria and filled in the mondis 
with whatever jobs were availshte. Jest dnoe be 
tried a a’inter up norfii. 

*'7hat wu enough!" he said, grimly. 

Indeed! 42 below zero! Ponder thia. all of ua 
who freeae and cirse when the IhemMiiiseter hits 
90 above! 

Dunng toe yean in which he skippered the 
Klondike. Bifi Bromle>' met some intercstiar peo¬ 
ple. Jit one stage Ste o^^-ners decid^ to reao\'ate. 
refurbish and redecorate the vessel, and they 
spent a lot c4 money doing it So then they had a 
apecial cruise to celebrate, and otw of toose who 
enjoyed the oocaaion was His Royal Highnesa 
F^rinoe Philip. 

"He was delightful to have cn board.” re¬ 
members the Captoai. 

Also an the same cruise wfre a murlber of 
otiier celebrities including the Lord Mayor of Loiw 
don. FoOawiag tiikt some very nipe stories and 
photogr a p hs of ship, officers a^ guests ^speared 
in the InndM preas. 

Wen. UiAortiBtetely all good ^ings oome to 
an end. Came the era when highways on land 
replaced ttio&te of toe rtvers. Trucks replaced the 
bcttts. whidh couldn’t com pe te . So the Klondike 
aat on the beach, aad Bill was out of a job. 

For a year or so he' captained a Ntnthem 
Transportaticn Company- vessel on the Msc];e:) ie 
River, a t oa teoat. ^t then that died on the vine, 
ao he returned to Victoria and joined the au**ilia- 
ty Qees to the na^^ at Eaquimalt. TXigs and oil- 
tanlmrs, which employed civilian persoonel doing 
service wor k . 

Today all that Is.behind him. He is a youtMuN 
lookkig. solid, very pleasant gentleman adio says 
that he enjoyE bis attractive heme, but no- 
casionaliy gets restless. R’hen this hai^iens he 
and Mrs. Bromley go w-andering across the 
straits to Ufayne Island, where the married 
dau^ter and her husband have a summer bomej 
and a boat. ' 

So Bill gets out the boat and goes fishing. It ^ 
isn’t, perhaps, quite toe same as taking a 250 foot 
Steamer through seething rapids between high 
rocky cliffs, hearing food and medical supplies to 
a populace which awaits you with bated breath, 
but it's a deck. With water underneath, and beai^ 
tifel. if different, talner. scenery’ roundabout.

The Comox Valley was known 
to its original Indian inhabitants 
as Komuckway, meaning "'land of 
plenty" When the white men first 
exolored the area they found it 
well named.

Tliere were extensive opt*n meadow*, studded 
V ith oak trees, and valley bottoms when ihe top- 
sriil was two feet deep. Salmoniierries, blackber¬ 
ries and salul lierries were ph'niiful. abmp wltb 
s*Tvjcehen‘ies. hucklebernt^ tilueberries these 
have since \’nni«hed), wild •rralmpples strawber¬ 
ries. tliimblelMTrics and O^rpon grape In spring 
the meadows were blue with the of the 

( umas whose roots were dug and rousted h} the 
Indians, and wild omons and other eiliblr bulbs 
were everj'where. 

The apncultural poBsibilities of tliis fertile 
land were soon reoognued. and in Uidl’ tlw first 
white settlers landed on tlw banks of tltc Tsolum 
nivx*r at a spot today mark<*d by a cairn. 

Other .settlers, brought by thc“ warship WMS 
Orappier. landed near the ni'iutii of tiie Cour- 
i{*nay Iliver. 

A cargo of cattle and s«»ed potatoes whs sent 
from Victoria to these homc'steadcrs in and 
thus w*Bs laid the foundation erf the valiey's 
iiuccessful luuire as an figru:ulturul area. 

The development of the eoal-mining town of 
Cumberland in the lH90s meant a steady market 
for Comox produce. A further market opened IQ> 
tvhen the Comox Logging and Uaihva.N' C ompany 
licgan operations and the little setth'ment of 
Courtenay expanded into a eummercuU centre. 
Emails , when the E ami N Railway reached 
Courtenay in 1914, the CtiOHUc Va]le> liirmers 
were able to tfup to Victoria all the\ could 
produce in tiie wa>' of dairy products and \'egeta* 
blcs. 

After the First World War a port of the 
northern end of the valle> was allntted to re¬ 
turned soldiers for farmin#* pu’ 7 x)Bes. Tlw p'ound 
here, however, was full of rwks and covered with 
huge .stumps: the back-breHking task of clearing 
land caused most of the soldiei-settlers tr gn'e up 
the struggle after a few years. 

Ancient fruit trees, stiB hlossominp in the 
dense bru.sh arinind tiiem. bear witne.'is u* a well- 
nieaninp but impracticnl wheme, T<*dfi' ‘s farm 
machinery- make* lanil-cleiinng less arduous, and 
there are successful farms in this part of the 
valley. 

The population of the whole dtetrirt has In¬ 
creased enormously durmc the past 3ft year*.

*‘A Ipt of things look difficult, but 
I believe It's all In your head either 
you can do It or you can’t do it. and 
I don't believe there's such a word 
as can't.'' 

What Eloise Tobacca is doing 
may seem pretty significant to 
many women, with the growth of 
the women's lib movement. She's 
selNreliant. taking care of herself, 
leading her owm life. I ask’i'd 
how she felt about women’s lib. 

"Well." she hesitated, "maybe I 
shouldn’t answer that question. 

• There's kits of ways to be self- 
rellant I figure by lieing just a good 
wife is maybe more self-reliant than 
whai I have. For a child to come 
home and to see the beam in his eye 
mjiybe means a kit more than to 
have your own income and be your 
own bc)8s. It's not always what it’s 
all cracked up to lie. If you have a 
nice husbiknd and a good family, at 
lejist when you go to bed at night 
you don't have to worry- about where 
your next dollar's going to come 
from uimonrow. 

•*I think W all the women In the 
•wwirld tlmt didn’t have to work 
stayed home and made good home.s 
for their fumilies. tlx- world would 
be a lot better place tf> live. 


"I know here in Courtenay, most 
of the good positions are held by 
women whose hasbands have a good 
income. I don’t think this is fair. I 
think thej- should be home and leave 
the .K>b6 for the young people. 
They’re the ones who suffer. 'They're 
the ones running the streets while 
the mothers are in the stores with 
the good jobs Liberation Ls fine in 
lots of ways, but it's all in how you 
locik at it." 

I remarked that being so depen¬ 
dent upon oneself only nan be a 
strain to anyone. It really puts a 
burden on one to have to get out 
there and get the tractor fixed, or 
mr*w the hay or do all the things 
Eloise does. The pressure of chores 
heeding to be done can be great. 

"Yes, there's terrific pressure." 
Eloise agreed. You have to make 
1110 decLsion when to cut your hay 
cr<^. when to plant your fields, what 
to plant, how you’re going to sell it, 
bow to get it In. and if the average 
l»erson gave it much thought, they 
wouldn’t want to do it. 

’’I do what I think is right, but I 
wish 3 had more time to be with my 
lion's, “nten I could he in a lM*ttor 
mother to them, and ma>'be they 
Would have a Iketter ouUtx>k on life. 
This way I don't have time. It’s 
always, ‘l,^tor. J don’t have time.’ 
Where motliers are home and have 


time, they don't realize how lucky 
tl»ey are." 

Many people who come from the 
cit>' or live in town think of farminc 
life as having a gmxl sen.ne of neigln 
borliness — a sense of eommunity 
and sharing and helping each other. 
But Eloise considers this an erron»> 
ous assumption for these reasons; 

"The average farmer today B 
having such a hard struggle to get 
along himself. It isn't that he 
wouldn't like to help his neighbor. 
M's that he hasn't the time. Every 
minute counts if you're farming for 
• living. Just as if you’re working in 
town, production is a miM and if 
you’re helping your neighlxir, you're 
not producing at home. 

"As for sharing equipment, wen. 
one person will look after etjuipmcnt 
and another person won’t. Equi;^ 
mem is so expensive today that the 
average farmer can’t aff<»rt] to len^ 
it. Because you can’t afford to re^ 
place it when it is broken. 

"Mind you, one farmer here in 
Happy Valley is very gfxid. He has 
the hay rake for the whole commu¬ 
nity and has for years. But he 
doesn’t use It himself, and if he did 
need it, he would have to look for it 
more than likely because he 
wouldn’t know which neighbor has 
it. 

"And that manure sprendcr out 
there belongs to another neighbor. 
So there is some lending and shaiv 
ing.” 

Marketing and getting a fair ne> 
turn on his investment and labor is 
one ctf the farmer’s first probMns. 
Eloise generally markets her meat 
locally. The customers she has now 
are by and large the same us when 
she started. But even with good 
markets for her meat. It's still dif¬ 
ficult to moke a living; mainly, 
Eloise em{>husizes, because of the 
price <rf grain. 

"When I started mn ” she re* 
calls, "grain was about SfiC a too 
and pork brought in 4fk- a pound 
Now I get 35c a pound for my pork 
and the same grain that was a 
ton is noM- SR2 a ton. That 35c is 
what I get If I sell locally. If I sell in 
Vancouver. I get 21c a pound. The 
hogs go live to Vancouver, and 1 
have to pay $3 a hog for shipping. 

"A pig costs S8 when he's 
dropped. And then he has his iron 
shots and it costs about S33 or so for 
grain to raise him. So there’s noth¬ 
ing left over. The initial is the 
cost of keeping the sow and the boar 
and the upkeep of them in general. 
NO. being a farmer is not profitaWa 
at all. It’s just a way of life " 

But there are fringe benefits that 
make it worthwhile. 

"You’re frf»€. You’ve nolxidy to 
answer to. And it's a challenge. It's 
a challenge to prove that they can’t 
push you out” 

A lot of people are trying to meet 
this challenge now. Many young peo¬ 
ple are going back to the soil and 
arc trying to make it on the land. I 
asked Eloise if she thought this was 
a hofieful trend. 

Her reply was pessimisuc. "The 
price of muchinerj- and the price of 
farms and everything else is so 
high, one can hardly afford to start. 

I started out witti nothing, al«olute- 
ly nothing. I’m a woman I'etiing up 
in age now. and 1 owe a terrible 
amount of money. Sometimes I wish 
I hadn’t ever started. I don't think 
then'’s any possibility oJ anybody 
without money liehind them .<:tarting 
out. Because you need at least a

The Ktlent ‘'phoKHplay” as they 
were called. need(‘d an ally to bring 
them to life and heighten the emo- 
tioMU appeal. Music was the one 
and only means of imerprettng the 
action on screen as it unfolded be¬ 
fore the audience. 

From the very early days, 
theatre operators b^amw aware of 
this need A pianist was engaged to 
foUoa' the varioas cues and scenes 
and if he. or she. were blessed wHh 
a vivid imagination, plus the nuMi- 
cal ablUt>' to extemporise or **ad 
Mb'* a pict ur e could really be put 
acroas to the added enjc^msent of 
the cash customers. 

Eventually compoaers turned 
their akilbt to composing ^lecia] 
mood music for silent movies. This 
muaic was tabulated under various 
headings such as love themes. vU- 
laiD themes, western, nautical, ori- 
ental and other ethnic compositions 
and so forth. Thes^ pieces had such 
exotic titles as liie Bold Riders. 
L43ve and Hate. Tennis Flirt. Pre¬ 
lude to a Western Drama, The Buf¬ 
foon. Dramatic Tension. 

This ty 7 >e of music was turned 
out b>* the thousand and in 1915. the 
fiivt score for a picture was com¬ 
posed This was the The Birth 
of a Nation. It went on the road with 
a special orchestra. 

The main ttieme of this saga of 
the Civil War liecame known as The 
I Perfect Song and years later 
evolved as the music introducing the 
Amos 'n Andt radio program. 

As motion picture tin^atres ^ 
came larger and more luxurious, 
coupled with the ad'^ancement in 
tecimigue of the films themselves, 
more siqihistication in the music ac¬ 
companiment. became the order of 
the day Large (Mohestros to accom¬ 
pany the feature picture became the 
vogue

The O.pitnl in Victoria was 
launched in li)21 with an orchestra 
led b>‘ Bilh Tickle, later of Empress 
Hotel fame. lo 1923. they installed a 
pipe organ of a type designed to 
take over when the orchestra had a 
break. These were known as unit 
organs and -came equipped with 
everj' conceivable effect under the 
control of the jilayer to interpret die 
mood of the stor>' as h unfolded on 
the screen. 

As the mupic for the movies be¬ 
came more exacting, special cue 
sheets came tn advance of the play 
date so that ihe musical conductor, 
organist, or solo pianist had an Idea 
of the music required. The music 
cues on the s^et were divided into

aotion could be a holdaip. riot, 
stora, marital argument. Sulvtltlc 
cues could be self e x|H ai i a tory for 
change of music such as Then Came 
The Dawn. Hangout Of The Gang, 
East Of Suex. 

One sheets did not come for short 
subjects such as die newsreel, car¬ 
toon or comedy. Slapstick' was best 
acconmanied by the organist or 
pianist. IT he or she were u o ni pct e Bt, 
they could change the rapidly mov¬ 
ing mayhem with suitable music 
and noises off with greater flexibili¬ 
ty. than a large orchestra. 

An additional bonus for the audi¬ 
ence was vaudeville on stage be¬ 
tween the films. The Cagritol fea¬ 
tured this for many yeare. and so 
did the Coliseum, now- the MaePher-

His reply* that he is looking for ‘' p e nni es*' is 
the signal fiM* a troop of eirrtted youngsters to tap 
atetu' after him. his humming detector exerting 
the h 3 rpnntir lure of the Pied Pifior's flute. As a 
penny or nickel turtui up, he distributes their, 
among his admirers 

Recentl> he chuckled **T guess Tve answered 
■ millktn questions \ry young and ok) about my 
detects’ How It operates how it (and I> know 
wtien there is a com down in the sand and earth ** 

His usual haunts are Ixtaches. parks and 
playgrounds, ''also around ohandmed shades 
mines trails and ht wooded areas *' He tmoovers 
treasure in mom forms, including coins of all de- 
nominatimifi and nationalities (he eatimates he 
has found 8.000 coins and tokens sgme dating 


back lo the iMh century) and jewelery. watche* 
and medala. 

And. behind eaefa and ^ ery find, there is a 
story. For that matter, even a ’'non-find" can 
provide its own adventure Take, for example, the 
tim^ he picked up a promising reading b e tM we ei i 
two t r e e s near Spanish Banks. Alfiiough Hw 
ground between them -was covered wittt un- 
dergrowih. his detector insisted that a large 
metal object lay below. 

Thus enoouraged, .3tr Woods unlimbered his 
shovel and was busily engaged in extricating the 
■’treasure" w4ien he looked up to see two tml- 
formed jiMioemezi approaching tiieir appear¬ 
ance and tone, be realised that the^' meant bud- 
ness. one constable demanding to know "tvhat 1 
was burying. I replied that 1 wasn’t burying any¬ 
thing. that 1 w’as digging something uj).” 

But with the magic word treasure*, and a 
brief explanation as to how his detector worked, 
he found himself with two eager assistantB. When 
he magnanimously offered to split the prize with 
them, all set to Wfork at excavating the treasure. 
"It was quite deep and had ob\’U)usly been buried 
for a long time as it was completely rusted. It 
was an old Cit>' of Vancouver water meter bw, 
packed with tin foil!** 

If he and his brief partners In blue had not 
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found their fortunes. tt)e> hod at least turned iq) a 
myuierj-. For who would go to the trouble of bui^- 
ing a meter box stuffed w'itb tin foil ia fairly 
recent invention, by the wayl In a lonely grove of 
trees? 

A second discover;.' which Involved the auth* 
orities was a lady's exitensive wrist watch. 
Marked in world time zones, it ob\’ious]y had 
been there but overnight as it showed no signs of 
eaeposure. Mr. Woods duly turned it in. officials 
concluding that it was of the type used by airline 
stewardesses. 

As it turned out. despite an extensive attempt 
to return the watch to its owner, no ciaimant was 
forthcoming. The investigation, t^agicnll>^ turned 
14 ) the fact that the watch likely had iielonged to 
a certain stewarck'ss. killed in a crash in the 
United States immediately- after Mr. Wood's dis- 
oovery. 

Har^dly. other finds have ended on a lighter 
note. When an elderly gentleman kxil his prized 
gold watch while playing with a grandson in 
Stanley Park, it was Mr. Woods who. after parks 
employees had unsueceufully raked the area 
without success, came to the rescue with his de^ 
tector. When the watch was restored to its owner, 
the old man's tears of gratitude were worth oenv 
aidcrably more than gold! 

Finds such as costume jewelry are added to 
the exotic collection adorning his hat and jackets, 
coins are pasted <mto cardboards for display. He 
advertises more valuable discoveries, such as 
jewelry, in the lost and found columns. 

Two of his more fascinated spectators turned 
out to be raMiis visiting from Jerusalem. In¬ 
trigued by his detector, had plied him with 
questions as to its accuracy and potential. Some 
time after, the Oregon manufacturer informed 
him that the ral>bis hud pun:hased a professionaJ 
model for archaeological studies in the Holy 
Land. 

His own detector has three interchangeaWe 
hea^. two being wntrn)^**>f sensitive to 

XMtals to a dejith of two feet underwater, the 
third being designed to detect gold and silver in 
mincrail form. 

Up at dawn each morning (alone, as Mre. 
Woods does not share his enthusiams), he hits the 
local beeches and parks day after day, earning a 
daily wage of S3. When asked if he does not think 
this a low return, he reiilies emphati<;ally: "Not 
only do I find many surprises with my detector, 
but I get exercise gravel, the wonderful fresh air. 
and meet people fn>m every country in the world 
to talk to — it’s a great pastime!" 

There have lieen occasions when, if not quite 
striking it rich, he has made hnneisome returns 
for e few hours' work A particularly profitable 
site wa.*: a prairie playground, which yielded $33 
in two hours! 

Mr, Woods has his own rules governing trea¬ 
sure hunting: "I always ask j^^^rmiiision to enter 
any person's property to hunt treasure and I 
abide by no trespassing signs. I ask the police 
(for fiermission to conduct a search with his de¬ 
tector when necessary) and tell them what my 
hobby Is and show them my metal detector. I 
have no problem.^ or troubles wherever I go.** 

He carries a letter authorizing him to use hi* 
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machine Ih Stanley Park, although he restricts 
his activities to-the park fringes and natural land¬ 
scape. not wishing to "dig up the grass or turf in 
parks or recreational places.*’ 

Fortunately, mosf coins to be found are with¬ 
in inches of the surface. 

At the time of writing. Mr. Wood* is off to 
eastern Canada to visit relatives, metal detector 
in hand. He hofie* to return to Vict<xia in Sep¬ 
tember. In the meantime, his search for the little 
treasures will continue and. undoubtedly, he w'iC 
make hundred* of new friends on the beaches and 
in parks. 

Despite his busy Itinerary, he invite* those 


with questicaia eenceming metal' detectori to 
write him: **X will answer all letters and inqui¬ 
ries.*’ 

Treasure hunten may not find their tortunea. 
But. if they are veiy. vety fonunate, they may 
find a new way of life, as has'Harry Woods. *T 
am proud of my detector, of my treasure finda 
and, aiiove ell of the happy hours I (have spent) 
on beaches and. in parks. And to all fellow trea* 
sure hunters 1 send good wishes for hapf^ hunt¬ 
ing — and good luck!”

When he was getting 
started he got a nastj- review from 
an unkind critic who must have 
since recanted for he called the 
young Texan "a minor regional no- 
velliat.” 

McMurt>’ took exception to this 
and had the phrase printed on a 
sweat shirt he wore around the 
camiHis. 

There Is so much of McMurtzy in 
his books that it's difficult to pick up 
the bits he invents and the bits he 
has lived.

Tbe writer of an historical novri. 
then, must be well vitrsed In the his¬ 
tory of the perk»d he is writing 
alKHit. But. in addition, be must 
search for details as to how peofile 
lived, ate. fought, dressed, travelltfd. 
briiaved socially, and thought. 

For instance. Elixaheth I wore 
stockings, but were they wore by. 
say. a farmer's wife? When did the 
forte come into general use* When 
were horses first shod? What weap¬ 
ons wore in use Airing • given 
period, what did they look like how 
did they function, what was their 
ranee?

Why the edd village was abandoned to not 
known. Perhaps it was the lack of water for 
drinking fm* Cblvert is to this day strangely- lack¬ 
ing in that necessity human habitation. Or to 
the native mind it might have been the fear of a 
legend of a strange *‘deer man' vdio haunted the 
rocky* shores and enticed young women to leave 
their homes and live with him in his island 
fastness. That this idea to a common feature of 
many legends is w^Mcnown to students of coastal 
folklore. 

Whatever the reason for Its lack of .settlement 
Calvert remained practically unknown until it 
was fully surveyed in the 192t)s. 

James T. Underhill, land surveyor now re¬ 
tired and living in Vancouver, says; “I first knew 
Calvert Island in 1919. particularly* Safety Cove 
near the south end. The first nine years after the 
First W«4d War I was on coast triangulation for 
the provincial government, and of course, got to 
know the whole coa.st intimately. 

*Tt was in 1920 that I camped at the west end 
of Kwakshua wdiich cuts five miles into the heart 
of the island. I walked through tht' woods to those 
beautiful beaches many times. I think they are 
out and out the finest on our coast line I was so 
taken with their, that I stakeil them and mack' 
application to purchase acreage from the govern¬ 
ment They made the stipulatiim that a house 
must he built on the site. 

*'Not being flush with money, my brother 
Clare and 1 decided to pwitact a lawyer friend, 
the late Dayid Ilnsie. Wr knew him well, all 
thfe<' of us being ex-artillery officers. 

; “It wa.v in thb. way that a liouse or cabin came 
to be built above Ore nicky .shoreline on Kwak- 
sikm Channel Thb« chore was left to me ant! my 
pi^ty It to interesting u» know that tlie cabin was 
adtuully build on the old Indian midden.*' 

Th«‘ lan<i to quite flat from Kwakshua to ttie 
west beach On tfio early charts, larjtely Imsed on 
Captain Vancouver’s work. Kwakshua to sh«wvn 
running clear tlirougii u* Ihe wrest of tlie Island.

ITie middy did not report this low land 
covered with salt water only at high tide as it now 
exists and certainly did in Vancouver’s day. 
Rivers Inlet, still one of the richest fish canning 
areas in all B.C., was named at this time (1792) 
after George Pitt, first Baron Rivers, because one 
of the descendants of ttir House of Pitt was a 
pfiidshipman with the great dtocoverer. 

“Nine years of coast triangulation, embracing 
work from the heads of the inlets to the outer or 
west side of the many islands could not help giv¬ 
ing me an intimate knowledge of our west coast.** 
continued Mr. Underhill ’’Naturatty after the 
cabin was built on Calvert I got to know that 
island best of all and can think of no better holi¬ 
day than spending a week or two in its snug 
cabin ftohiag. tramping to the different beaches 
and of course, swimming. I know that Mr. Hoaie 
persuaded you and a sister to go tf> Calvert before 
the Second World War. though at the time I some¬ 
times wondered about your safety.” 

Here Mr Underhill, whom I saw at his home 
In Vancouver. wa.s referring to a momentous trip 
my younger sLster and I had to Calvert one 
August liefore w*ar activities liad again made our 
Pacific shores an unlikely place for holidaying. 

Latest reports al>out Calvert are to the effect 
that the protierty once owned by Messrs. Un- 
derhir and Hosie have lieen acquired by Ameri- 
ran intereste This to an all too common happen¬ 
ing in British Columbia, especially in our coastal 
waters Without a doubt Calvert Island as well as 
many more areas of uns;M)iled lieauty should 
have been retained for park purposes.
